PARIS (U P I)—The super-co$\* 
mittee of public safety in Algeria 
openly defied

Gaulle today with a demand for 
an end to all political parties in 
France and a warning that the 
safety com m ittee movement is go­ 
ing to be extended throughout the 
French m ainland. 


The move by the rebel generals
